In addition first 
day covers are 
known with 
“Caerleon” and 
“Roman Way 
Caerleon” hand- 
stamps 
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20 July 1993 - 
Monmouth and 
Brecon Canal in 
British waterways 
series - Benham's 
produced a 
special first day of 
issue postmark for 
this issue 


In addition, the 
presentation pack 
included two 
photos of the 
canal (right-hand 
picture here). 

















28 February 2008 
— The Houses of 
Lancaster and 
York set included 
Henry V on one 
first class stamp 
and the miniature 
sheet included a 
scene from the 
Battle of 
Agincourt. Henry 
V was born in 
Monmouth Castle 
and Newport Civic 
Centre has a 
scene from 
Agincourt as one 
of its murals 


No Gwent day of 
issue postmark

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The Glorious 
Wales sheet 
issued on St 
David's Day (1 
March 2007) that 
includes labels for 
the Second 
Severn Crossing 
Bridge and Tintern 
Abbey, in English 
and Welsh.
